“FOR and Star 
| Township will 


appeal permits

ANTRIM COUNTY — 
Permits were issued on Feb. 
7 to drill for an underground 
well and transport the con- 
tamination at Bay Harbor to 
Alba in Star Township. 
Friends of the Jordan River 
and Star Township will ap- 
peal the permits. 

A solution by the Friends 
of the Jordan River, based in 
East Jordan, and Star Town- 
ship for the piles of contami- 
nated waste: known as 
leachate was disregarded by 
government agencies and 
CMS Energy. The solution is 
to encapsulate the kiln dust 
piles entirely so that no wa- 
ter reaches them, said FOJR 
president Dr. John Richter. 


Contamination occurs 
when water mixes with the 
kiln dust and forms leachate. 
The leachate has a pH of 12 
or more and that is equiva- 
lent to bleach. 

Many residents of Star 
Township and members of 
Friends of the Jordan River 
likely agree with the senti- 
ments expressed by a citizen 
when he heard that permits 
were issued to allow.an in- 
jection well nearby. 

“T think they should keep 
their junk in their own 
yard,” said James Avery 
who lives about a mile from 
the site where drilling is 
planned soon for a 2,150- 
foot deep injection well. 

Richard Steel, the super- 
visor of Star Township, said

EAST JORDAN — The city commission meeting on Feb. 
5 began with a satisfactory audit report on the 2007 city 
budget, but moved into a session of criticism from some of 
the residents and a call for unity from the mayor. 

A group of residents known as the Citizens Commission 
attended the meeting and spokesman Neil Booze read a 
statement directed at commissioners Mark Postma, Lee 
Symonds, Mayor Dan Bennett and city administrator David 
White. 

The group charged the officials with overspending and 
mismanagement of funds. The recent purchase by the city 
of the Corner Market was, Booze said, an example of over- 
spending because the group believes the city paid too much 
for it. 


~ But, thie biggest cause of discontent was the city com- 
missioners challenging recently elected commissioner Paul 
Timmons. At issue is whether Timmons may serve as a 
commissioner without.violating an agreement he signed 
with the city. The agreement states that Timmons will not 
be an employee of the city. 

“Tt is very obvious that some of you don’t want Mr. 
Timmons serving on this commission,” said Booze’read- 


. ing from his statement. 


“This supposed ‘employee’ issue is nothing more than a 
travesty. The litigation you have initiated has cost the citi- 
zens of East Jordan over $5,000 so far - a huge waste of 
taxpayer money,” he said. - 

Booze ended with a demand that the city commissioners 
remove the issue from court and that Timmons remain on 
the commission.

Risk 


‘Eating a diet rich in 
omega-3 oils, fish, fruits 
and vegetables may help 
reduce risk of dementia 
and Alzheimer’s disease.

MacKenzie initially 
moved to Boyne City for 
his wife’s work as the 
director of Northern 
Homes Community De- 
velopment Corporation. 
They fell in love with 
Boyne after exploring 
the six counties they 
could have lived in and 
bought a farm house. His 
path to the Boyne Area 
Chamber of Commerce 
started from there. 

MacKenzie had done 
some social work with 
children and families be- 


fore owning his own an- , 


tique and auction busi- 
ness. He was doing some 
non-profit work in East. 
Jordan and was ap- 
proached by his neigh- 
bor who had heard of his 
background that covered 
diversity and community 
development. They were 
looking to put together a

Washington in 
1786, “Our liberty 
can never be safe 
but in the hands of

KALKASKA — In 
an effort to improve the 


overall economy and 
raise the quality of life 
in the region by increas- 
ing workforce skills and 
attracting new busi-

Straight from the farmer s field

ELK RAPIDS — Lo- 
cal produce along the 
side of the highway in 
northern Michigan is a 
pretty common sight, 
but most don’t expect to 
see it on the cardboard 
trays of a school cafete- 
tia. eee 
‘Well it’s time to start 
expecting it. 

Programs in northern 
Michigan are taking off 
that connect local farm- 
ers with food service 
providers at schools. 


And supporters say 


kids can taste the differ- 
ence. Students at one 
elementary school in 
northern Michigan went 
from eating one bushel 
of apples.a week to eat- 
ing five when they were 
from local farmers. 

The Michigan Land 
Use Institute based in 
Traverse City has a 
“Farm to Schools” pro- 
gram that several area 
schools participate in, 
like Traverse City and 
Elk Rapids. 

But there is much 
more interest currently 
than those organizing a 
conference this week 
connecting farmers to 
food service providers 
had to shut down regis- 
tration at 330 people, 
more than the 300 they 
originally had space for. 

“This is a wonderful 
region for farm .to 
school programming,” 
Diane Conners coordi- 
nator of the conference 
said. “We have every- 
thing from apples and 
cherries and peaches to 
vegetables and even 
milk and meat.” 

Different districts use 
the local farmers in dif- 
ferent capacities. 

“It’s not one size fits 
all,” Conners said. “You 
might have a district like 
Traverse City that has 
bigger needs, whereas 
Elk Rapids may be will- 
ing and able to work 
with smaller growers 
and farmers that can’t 
sell to larger schools 
because they don’t have 
the volume.” 

Elk Rapids currently 


gets only apples from 
local farms, whereas the 


Traverse City schools 


get much more. 

_ “We're surrounded by 
apple orchards here,” 
said Elk Rapids Schools 
food service coordinator 


‘ Roberto Corona. 
' He said it’s harder to 


get some of the other 
fruits because they 
come out in the summer 
when schools are 
closed, but that won’t 
stophim.- 

“Nowadays they dry 
the cherries out and I 
would love to get a hold 
of them and put them on 
the salad bar,” Corona 
said. ; 

Corona is just one of 
imany food service coor- 
dinators looking to ex- 
pand the program even 
further. 

“I’m very anxious to 
see who’s coming to this 
farm to school seminar 
and how we can link the 
missing parts,” he said. 

The Farm to School 
program in northern 
Michigan is in its third 
year and Conners said it 
is beginning to take off 
here and all over the U.S. 

According _to 
Conners, 10 years ago 
there were just two 
known programs like 
this across the country. 


When it began here, 


there were 400 pro- 
grams and now there is 
more than 1,000. 

But as Corona said, 
there are still some 
missing parts, and 
Conners and others are 
hoping the seminar this 
week will help more 
schools, camps and 
farmers connect with 
each other. 

“It’s sort of reintro- 
ducing something,” 
Conners said of the con- 
ference. “It’s having 
people get to know each 
other, learn each other’s 
needs and sometimes 
starting out small is the 
way to go.” 

The farm to schools 
program and the confer- 
ence next week are not 
just about cafeteria food 
either. Different speak- 
ers will talk about ways 
to fit farmers and food 


into schools’ curriculum 
too. 

Pepper Bromelmeier, 
district conservationist 
in Antrim County, will 
be speaking about a 
farmer to community 
comnection program, 
now eight years old, that 
has students selling lo- 
cal produce rather than 
candy as a fund-raiser. 

“Kids meet individual 
farmers and see how 


’ they grow, process and 


market their different 
crops,” Bromelmeier 
said. “The kids then sell 
products as a fund- 
raiser. Teachers have in- 
corporated curriculum 
— they can do math, 
marketing, social stud- 
ies and history with 
this.” 

Bromelmeier ex- 
plained the idea for the 
program came from a 
survey from Central 
Lake Schools, where her 
children are students, 
asking for feedback on 
a variety of things, in- 
cluding candy sales. 

“Candy sales are not 
local and are not pro- 
moting nutrition,” she 
said. “I work with farm- 
ers and it popped into 


my head that they 


should be selling local 
farmers’ food.” 
Concord Academy 
and Central Lake were 
the first schools to par- 
ticipate, but Ellsworth, 
Bellaire and others 


throughout the state and 
country have hopped on. 
board behind this idea. 
“The parents love the 
fact these kids are going 
to the farms and selling 
stuff they use anyway,” 
Bromelmeier said. 
Students sell local 
honey, milk, ground 
beef, bison burgers, 
dried cherries, apple ci- 
der and more from the 
surrounding area. 
Besides. school food 
service providers and 
school board members, 
the Land Use Institute 
has also notified camps 
about the seminar. 
Amanda Macaluso, 


with Hayo-Went-Ha . 


Camps in Traverse City 
and Central Lake has a 
team of staff going to the 
conference to see what 
they can come up with 
locally in the coming 
summer. 

“They can learn about 
what’s available in this 
area in regards to local 
produce,” Macaluso 
said. “I think more and 
more we need to be sup- 
porting our local com- 
munities and this is a 
good start.” 

Many others are 
jumping on the local 
foods bandwagon as 
evidenced by the tre- 
mendous number of reg- 
istrants at the farm to 
schools event. 

Why the interest? 

“It’s important that 


we keep our farms in 
business,” Bromelmeier 
said. “If we don’t have 
our farms, it’s all going 
to be condos. It’s also 
healthier for you be- 
cause it’s fresher and 
environmentally, you 
aren’t using gas to move 
food all over the place.” 

Corona said that stu- 
dents often know or are 
related to the farmers 
that are providing for 
the schools. 

“The advantage is it’s 
a fresh product, but it’s 
a matter of pride too,” 
he said. 

And with one of the 
largest meat recalls in 
history in our’ very re- 
cent past, many are con- 
cerned with safety too. 

“If you know your 
farmer, you know your 
food and can be more 
assured of your safety,” 
Bromelmeier added. 

Conners mentioned 
that more business 
might grow out of this 
industry if it continues 
to grow, which helps the 
economy. She said one 
of the main complaints 
has been. that it’s diffi- 
cult to distribute from 
the farms to the schools, 
but out of that hole a 
business centered 
around local foods has 


‘started up, Cherry Capi- 


tal Foods. 

“Creating more local 
markets for more local 
farms is going to create

more business and the 
potential to create 
spinoff business like 
(Cherry Capital 
Foods),” Conners said. 

Corona admitted costs 
for local food can be a 
challenge, but. said it’s 
worth it to find ways 
around it and hopes to 
learn more at the confer- 
ence. 

“You can’t put a price 
ona fresh product that’s 
coming from the farm to 
the salad bar,” he said.

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Alternative school fosters a family atmosphere

KALKASKA — 
When Brian Harbour 
became principal at the 
Northside Educational 
Center in Kalkaska on 
September" 1988, the 
alternative education 
program had a total of 
10 students. That num- 
ber has ballooned up to 
100 kids in grades nine 
through 12 as the 
school now services 
the Kalkaska, 
Mancelona and Forest 
areas. 

According to 
Harbour, he was asked 
to start the program af- 
ter the town started to 
lay off teachers and 
had a reduction in state 
aid. There was also a 
need for an alternative 
education program in 
the community at the 
same time. 

“The majority of our 
kids come from bro- 
ken homes. The par- 
ents are no longer to- 
gether and have gone 
their own way to sup- 
port themselves. Gen- 
erally some of our kids 
go by the wayside,” 
Harbour said. “They 
are left home to make 
their own decisions 
which turn out to be 
not very good. A lot of 
our students are in 
trouble with the law.” 

While some miscon- 
ceptions have grown 
on the outside, 
Harbour thinks the 
community would be 
surprised with how 
talented his students 
are. 

“Tt would amaze you 


‘commented. 


what these kids can 


' do. The biggest mis- 


conception is that we 
allow these kids to run 
wild, you get commu- 
nity people that have 
no idea,” Harbour 
“These 
are some talented 
kids.” 

Northside usually 
graduates 17 students 
out of 30 in the senior 
class but the time it 
takes to get their di- 
ploma is around five to 
six years. Harbour said 
most students don’t go 
on to college but at- 
tend trade schools to 
pursue careers such as 
electricians or auto 
méchanics. 

The age cut off to 
accept kids is 20 un- 
less they are in a spe- 
cial education program 
but Northside will 
make exceptions with 
students that show the 
willingness to work 
hard. 

The students at 
Northside have em- 
braced the atmosphere 
and some credit the 
school for changing 
their lives. 

“I was home 
schooled for awhile 
and that didn’t work 
out so I came here and 
this place pretty much 
saved me,” Kaleigh 
Matley, 17 said. 

Matley also credits 
the teachers and how 
their special attention 
and understanding has 
helped the student’s 
blossom by taking 
each kids needs in a 
different way. Matley 
went on to say the 
school’s family atmo- 
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sphere is what has the 
kids excited to come to 
class. 


“It’s more like a 


family, kids love com- 
ing here, they look at 
it as their second home 
and feel comfortable,” 
Matley added. “Every- 
body knows every- 
body and they want to 
come to school.” 
“One of the biggest 
issues for Northside is 
the attendance rate. 
When the students ar- 
rive at Northside, they 
have typically 
struggled getting to 
class and most are fail- 


‘ing. Northside. is the 


last resort for the stu- 
dents and Harbour sets 
guidelines and a struc- 
ture that forces his 
kids to keep their 
grades up. 

“We have student 
progress reports we 
print every other 
week, we meet with 
the kids constantly 
giving them feed- 
back,” Harbour added. 
“They are in trouble, 
you and I would be in 
trouble too if we didn’t 
have any direction at 
home and made all of 
our decisions at 15.” 

One of the biggest 
tools the teachers take 
advantage of is Nova 
Net, a computer-based 
program that covers 
nearly every instruc- 
tional content area. 
The online curriculum 
was adopted in 2003

and offers students in- 
dividualized educa- 
tional programs that 
assesses student learn- 
ing to pinpoint areas 
that may need more 
attention. Most impor- 
tantly, all programs are 
self-paced. It includes 
science, math, social 
studies, and language 
arts along with reading 
and physical educa- 
tion. There are even 
elective courses like 


art, furniture restora- 


tion, child develop- 
ment and creative 
writing to name a few. 

The program allows 
kids to recover school 
credits and each 
student’s progress is 


monitored by the staff 


at Northside. Nova 
Net also provides a 
GED curriculum. This 
year another online 
tool called Plato was 


‘instituted and like 


Nova Net it is a self- 
paced program that 
provides narrative in- 
struction and colorful 
animation of their 
courses. 

Helen Crawford has 
taught math and En- 
glish at Northside the 
past 13 years and feels 
there is a lot of confu- 
sion out there about 
the school and its cur- 
riculum. 

“The curriculum is 
matched with the 
guide in high school. 
We participate in pro- 
fessional learning 
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communities and we 
are trying to align the 
common assessments 
coming down from the 
state,” Crawford said. 
“We follow the same 
curriculum guide that 
is handed out. We are 
accredited and highly 
qualified.” 
The entire staff is 
certified from the 
teachers, counselors, 
teachings assistants 
and administrators. All 
teachers meet the No 
Child Left Behind 
(NCLB) requirements. 
Recent legislation 
has also affected 
Northside and 
Harbour doesn’t think 
the requirements have 
been fair to his school. 
“We have a hard 
time. Every year we 
are required to make 
annual yearly 
progress. You start out 
with a base set of 
scores, for instance in 
our program we have 
a score of 50 percent 
to use as a hypotheti- 
cal,” Harbour ex- 
plained. “The next 
year that they test us 
they expect to see an 
increase to. the mid fif- 
ties or sixties.” 
Harbour said the 50 
percent that passes the 
Michigan Merit Exam 
or the ACT prompts 
the legislation to see 
more progress. The 
problem is that alter- 
native schools will 
have a whole new 


group of students the 
following year. 

“We have so many 
kids with so many 
problems, before we 
can get these guys mo- 


‘tivated in the class- 


room we have to cor- 
rect the problems they 
have at home,” 
Harbour said. “We 
come back and we 
might score 50 or less 
and then the state will 
send me and the super- 
intendent a letter say- 
ing we are not doing 


our job. We don’t have. 


the same group of 
kids. That throws the 
scale off.” 
Harbour explained 
that most of the stu- 
dents suffer from a bad 
family life such as 


fighting or alcohol © 


abuse and the school 
has the added respon- 
sibility of bringing in 
mental health profes- 
sionals and counselors 
to talk with the kids. 
Nickolas Konsella, 
16, was in public 
school last year and 
battled drug addiction. 
He said Northside has 
changed his life. 
“Last year I used to 
be into drugs real bad, 
I came here and it is a 
lot better. It was easier 
to get drugs last year

experience. 


meeting. 


and I got into a lot of 
trouble,” Konsella 


commented. “They are ~ 


very supportive here 
and help you anytime 
you want. I moved out 
of my parent’s house 
as soon as I turned 16,) 
things weren’t going 


well. My friends 
helped me out and got 
me a job.” 


Konsella lives with 
friends now and is 
very’ proud of 
Northside. He doesn’t 
like outsiders looking 
down on the school 
but said it doesn’t mat- 
ter, because of the fam- 


‘ily atmosphere among 


the students. 
His goals after 
school were pretty 


simple. 

“T want to stay at my 
job and eventually get 
a house and live hap- 
pily ever after.” 

In addition, 


Northside provides. 


programs for children 
age’s three to five 
called Headstart along 
with a-daycare service 
for teen mothers. 
There is also a Teen 
Health Corner which 
is a school-linked 
health center for stu- 
dents ages 10 to 21. 
They offer the same 
types of services as a 
family practice.

.ELK RAPIDS 
Sunrise Academy’s al- 
ternative education pro- 
gram hatched in a class- 
room portable building 
behind Cherryland 
Middle School in 2003. 

It continued to grow 
there for three years, 
gaining more students 
and needs along the 
way. But it was encum- 
bered by its lack of 
space, officials said. 

Now located in a 
former Head Start build- 
ing off US-31 in Elk 
Rapids, Sunrise seems 
to have shaken off its 
proverbial shell, obtain- 
ing more room and pos- 
sibilities. 

Prior to the program’s 
inception, district offi- 
cials had noted the num- 
ber of students leaving 
the Elk Rapids High 
School every year and 
said it was time to re- 
search a solution, Kathy 
Breece, lead teacher at 
Sunrise Academy, said. 

“I’m really glad the 
administration had the 
confidence in us to let us 
do our own thing,” 
Breece added. “I love 
that. I love the au- 
tonomy” 

Sunrise Principal Jim 
Standerfer described the 
academy. 

“It’s a very unique 
program catered to stu- 
dents having a difficult 
time learning in a tradi- 
tional high school envi- 
ronment,” Standerfer 
said. 

Standerfer has served 
as principal of Sunrise 


for. one year: Elk Rap-- 


ids High’School Prinei- 
pal Steve Gallagher 
previously oversaw the 
academy and said the 
move to the former 
Head Start building had 
been a real benefit to 
the program. 

“There was a greater 
need for students than 
we had space for,” 
Gallagher said of the 
portable. “The bigger 
building has just worked 
so much better. We’ve 
really been able to ad- 
dress the educational 
needs of a lot more kids 
with the move out south 
of town.” 

The academy cur- 
rently houses 27 stu- 
dents in ninth through 
12th grades, and Breece 
said its main purpose is 
credit recovery. 

“We have close to a 
70 percent success rate 
of kids either finishing 
the program, returning 
to the high school or 
getting their GED on 
‘their own,” Breece said. 

Students enrolled in 
the academy understand 
that they are there by 
choice, said Lugh 
Dixon, instructional 
aide and co-teacher at 
Sunrise. The concept of 
attending by choice 
verses by requirement 
should be reflected in 
students’ attitudes about 
their studies, he added. 

“These kids are held 


to a standard for atten-- 


dance,” Breece said. 
“They understand that 
they have to make 
progress.” 

Standerfer explained 
that, in order to docu- 
ment and monitor their 
attendance, students are 
provided with a time 
card which they use to 


punch in for the day and _ 


- out for lunch. 

Some students in the 
academy simply have a 
harder time learning at 
the high school while 
others have been re- 
quired to leave that set-

ting, Breece said. 

But the academy’s 
motto is “A new day, a 
new beginning.” 

One student said he 
attended the academy 
because after moving to 
the area from downstate, 
he didn’t know anyone 
at the high school. 

“YT came here because 
I knew someone going 
here and so I could 
graduate on time,” he 
said. 

Another student ex- 


plained that-the acad- - 
vemy. offeredzhim a sec- = 


ond chance after he was 
required to leave Elk 
Rapids High School. 

“T didn’t do anything 
illegal to get kicked 
out,” the student, 19, ex- 


plained. “I just. wasn’t 


doing the work.” 


Students identified 


with the tendency for 
people to have miscon- 
ceptions about alterna- 
tive high schoolers. In a 
round table discussion, 
some described who 
they are not. 

“We're not druggies 
or lazy or don’t want to 
do our work,” one said. 

“We have no cliques 
here,” said another. 

One student said she 
wished some people 
would change their per- 
ceptions of alternative 
schools, citing the mis- 
conception that students 
who attend are only 
those in need of reme- 
dial intervention. In fact, 
alternative schools 
house many kinds of 
students, she said. 

Collectively they 
agreed that the students 
and teachers of Sunrise 
are more like a big fam- 
ily. 

Students also shared 
how they appreciate that 
at Sunrise they are able 
to work on whatever 
they choose — mostly 
whenever they choose 
+— and to set their own 
pace. The program also 
allows students to ad- 
vance that pace if they 
choose to do so, Breece 
said. 

“It’s easier for me 
here because I can work 
at my own pace and 
have more one-on-one 
time with my teachers,” 
student Kevyn 
McPherson said. 

Flexibility is a key 
component of alterna- 
tive schools, but keep- 
ing students on task is 
part of what Breece and 
Dixon do, she said. Sun- 
rise is like a traditional 


high school in that it has 
the same general educa- 
tion class requirements 
and students must take 
the Michigan Merit 
Exam, but it differs in 


.the method of instruc- 


tion she said. Also, 
classes are typically 
shorter. 

Breece and Dixon 
don’t just serve as super- 
vising eyes; both are 
trained and qualified 
professionals. Breece 
taught special education 
at Elk Rapids High 
*Schook for three years, 
and is qualified to teach 
general education 


courses, and Dixon is a 
former: principal of 
Kingsley Middle 


School. Dixon teaches’ 


things like math and a 
small engine class elec- 
tive at the academy. The 
small engine class is as- 
sisted by local Larry 
Hassett, and actually 
began back at the tiny 
portable building. 
Dixon said having more 
space for the class has 


helped. 


Other electives in- 
clude a culinary “bak- 
ing” class, shop and 
lapidary shop class. The 
lapidary shop class got

a boost in funding from 
the estate of the late Sam 
Pfeiffer Sr. Students 
work at polishing stones 
and designing jewelry 
as entrepreneurs for 
their own company 
called Sunrise Crafters. 
They have real buyers 
from local businesses. 
There are also indepen- 
dent study classes in 
music, cosmetology and 
art. 

“We can shape their 
electives,” Breece said. 
“They’ re notlockedinto 
what’s available. intheir 
schedule at a Pereulae 
hour.”

Chris Evans of Bellaire 
homeschools her twin, 5- 
year-old daughters, Erin 
and Dahlia. Her reasons, 
like many other parents 
who homeschool, in- 
clude: creativity, free- 
dom, one-on-one (or in 
Evans’ case one-on-two) 
attention and time for 
imaginative play. 
“We also get to be to- 
gether as a family,” 
' Evans said. “As a 
former early childhood 
teacher, I think that 
imaginative, uninter- 
rupted, .child-directed 

_ play is one of the most 
important learning op- 
portunities we can give 
our children. 

“The current public 
school curriculum 
doesn’t allow as much 
time for this as I think 
children need, since one- 
on-one instruction is 
more efficient from the 
learner’s point of view 
—— and because we don’t 
spend time traveling to 
and from school, my 
children have more time 
to play.” 

Evans said she was 
considering home- 
schooling but couldn’t 
find any groups in the 
Bellaire, Central Lake or 
Mancelona area. So, she 
created one. 

Evans put up flyers, 
put a notice in local 

. newspapers and talked to 
everyone she knew 
about a homeschooling 
networking meeting. 

Thirteen people re- 
sponded and_ nine 
showed up at the group’s 
first meeting last Octo- 
ber. The new group, the 
core of which began as a 
playgroup more than a 

. year ago, is called Blue 

. Sky Homeschoolers. 


They are open tosecu- © 


lar and religious fami- 
lies. 

Participants range in 
age from 2 to 14 and 
come from about a dozen 
families. The playgroup 
continues and welcomes 
infants through children 
age 8. 

“T prefer to spare the 
earth the carbon emis- 
sions it takes to drive to 
Traverse City or Gaylord 
or somewhere else with 
an established 


homeschooling group,” 


Evans said. “Also, our 
family is not religious 
and many of the groups 
I found require that you 
sign a statement of faith 
to join, so we couldn’t 
have joined anyway.” 

The Blue Sky 
Homeschoolers talked 
about their individual 
backgrounds to discover 
what they could do to 
help each other and their 
children, 

“Everyone seemed to 
be looking for commu- 
nity to provide a social 
network for our children 
and to have other adults 
to share our teaching ex- 
periences with,” Evans 
said. “We brainstormed 
about the types of pro- 


, = L 46 


grams we might do.” 
Seasonal celebrations 
emerged as one area of 
interest. So, last Noverm- 
ber, they made lantems 
and had a lantern walk. 
They gathered at dusk 
for songs, a story and a 
walk in the woods by 
lantern light. ; 
“We had a sledding 
day in February, so the 
kids would have another 
chance to start to get to 
know each other and the 
adults could plan the 
Spring programs,” Evans 
said. “We have a 
Waldorf-inspired 
playgroup that meets 
weekly, during which we 
have circle time consist- 


ing of songs, verse, fin- 
“ger plays, ring games, a 


puppet show, craft or 
other activities and free 
play.” 

Evans likes the free- 
dom homeschool allows. 

“I get to teach what 
they want to learn,” she 
said. I get to teach cre- 
atively and keep my 
kids’ sense of wonder 
alive.” 

Evans said her daugh- 
ter, Dahlia, saw a dino- 
saur book at the doctor's 
office and began an evo- 
lution of her own. 

“We have spent 
months learning things 
based on what began as 
Dahlia’s interest,” Evans 
said. ‘This led us to the 
libraries to check out 
many dinosaur books. 
Then, Dahlia announced 
she was going to make 
her own dinosaur book. 
Erin soon gained enthu- 
siasm for the subject as 
well. 

“My children have 
had ample opportunity to 
practice writing, draw- 
ing, and reading skills 
while making dinosaur 
books and having the 
books read to them.” 

Evans said she has 
been inspired by reading 
Rebecca Wild’s book, 
Raising Curious, Confi- 
dent, Creative Kids. It is 
about an alternative 
school with a mixed-age 
class. 

The children in the 
class choose’ what they 
will do from an array of 
hands-on materials and 
the teachers act as facili- 
tators. 

“Our spring programs 
are an attempt to find 
activities that appeal to a 
wide range of ages,” she 
said about the Blue Sky 
group. “We’re looking 
for hands-on learning 


experiences, as well as a 


chance for social interac- 
tion.” 
The group visited 


Rubingh’s Dairyland in 


Ellsworth last Friday. 
They were able to wit- 
ness milking and visit 
some calves. 
“We are a new group 
and still getting to know 
each other and discover- 
ing what we want to do 
together to meet our 
common needs,” she 


‘said. “The direction we 


take depends on the in- 
terests of those involved. 
We’ re hoping to expand 
our programs for next

fall.” 
Homeschoolers also 
have the benefit of learn- 


‘ing as the course of liv- 


ing. 
“Some things that 
would seem amazing 


. perks in a school setting, 


such as having a garden, 
woods, and pond to do 
hands on science work 
and learning in, or hav- 
ing a kitchen to exercise 
practical math, reading, 
and basic chemistry 
skills in are just a matter 
of course in our lives,” 
Evans said. 

“They are learning 
about money because 
they want to save enough 
to buy a dinosaur book 
they saw at the book- 
store. Through their in- 
terest in dinosaurs, they 
are learning about sci- 
ence, expanding their 
vocabulary, gaining an 
understanding of fiction 
and non-fiction, exercis- 
ing their budding logical 
thought processes and 
language skills.” 

Evans said her chil- 
dren have the luxury of 
sticking with an activity 
or subject of as long as 
they are interested. 

“T’m also able to not 
push them when I think 
it’s in their best interest,” 
Evans said. “For ex- 
ample, last summer

Dahlia seemed to be 
more interested in copy- 
ing letters than Erin; this 
winter it is the opposite. 

“So, when we write 
thank you notes or birth- 
day cards, I ‘don’t give 
Dahlia as much to write 
as Erin and feel good 
about that. I don’t think 
forcing her to do it now 
will be of any help to her 
in the long run, and in 
fact it may be detrimen- 
tal.” . 

Evans said she is the 
type of homeschool par- 
ent who is looking at her 
children’s interests to 
find direction for their 
learning.. 

“We have the freedom 
to do this individualiza- 
tion, which helps make 
their work meaningful 
for them,” she said. 

Evans admitted that 
there are some chal- 
lenges to homeschool. 

“Sometimes, I am 
lonely and wish my fam- 
ily and I were part of a 
larger community trying 
to educate our children 
based on similar philoso- 
phies,” she said. “I miss 


that part of being a 


teacher in a Waldorf 
School.” - 

Evans said Waldorf 
education integrates 
thinking, feeling and do- 
ing work. Thus, in grade 
school concepts are in- 
troduced through story 
and other artistic activi- 
ties. And practical hands 
on work such as garden- 
ing and sewing are part 
of the curriculum. 

“But that’s why I 
started Blue Sky 
Homeschoolers,” she 
said. “Although the 
families in the group 
have many different ap- 
proaches to 
homeschooling, we also 
have some common 
ground.” oe 

Another Blue Sky 
Homeschooler parent, 
Ruth Lenz, of 
Mancelona, said, “There

are more benefits than 
challenges otherwise we 
wouldn’t be doing it. . 

“You can study in 
your PJs on the couch, 
eating snacks.” 

Lenz homeschools her 
daughter, Rachel, 14, 
said. 

“Rachel appreciates 
being able to focus on 
her areas of interest. She 
also appreciates being 
able to not have to fol- 
low a strict schedule as 


‘long as she gets her work 


done.” 

Evans said it is chal- 
lenging to “form” the 
days. 

“There is so much we 
want to do and we can’t 
do it all,” she said. “I’m 
continuously fine-tun- 
ing the structure of our 
days and expect I’ll 
never stop.” 

She also said she 
misses approval and 
feedback. 

“There’s no one tell- 
ing me I’m doing a good 
job,” she said. “I need to 
be able to evaluate my- 
self and build a’support- 
ive network. 

“All the decisions are 
up to me about what and 
how I teach my children 
and I want to make the 
best decisions possible,” 
she said. “In some ways, 
it would be easier to do 
what someone says, 
than to keep creating 
things from scratch, but 
that isn’t as satisfying 
for me, nor do I think it 


- produces results that are 


as good.” — 

Evans said that 
homeschooling is a lot 
of work and learning 
comes at unconven- 
tional times, but the ben- 
efits make it more than 


“worth it. 


“We had an introduc- 
tion to cursive writing 
tonight at 6 p.m.,” she 
said. “Even though din- 
ner was an hour late and 
I was in the middle of a 
million things — their 


interest was sparked by 
the ‘scribbly writing’ on 
the bags their dance cos- 
tumes came in.

ELK RAPIDS — 
Surveying Elk Rapids’ 
Glowicki Field, where 
the Elks play their 
home football games, 
today it would be hard 
to imagine how differ- 
ent the scene was five 
years ago. Elk Rapids"

bleachers at the field as 
“crumbling” and “un- 
safe.” The only thing

On 
their way to new, 
larger bleachers and a 
press box, they pass a 
rubberized track. 
“Huge improve- 
ments from what he 
had,” Hoover said. 
While the change 
from five years ago is 
remarkable, it takes a 
surprising back seat to 
where the money for 
the improvements has 
come from: mainly do- 
nations from local 
businesses at no cost 


_to taxpayers. 


Over the past five 
years, Elk Rapids Pub- 
lic Schools have 
worked closely with 
local businesses on 
“Finish the Dream,” a 
project that has made 
major improvements 
to the district’s athletic

facilities — and has 
plans for more. 

The project traces 
its origins to citizen- 
led efforts in the late 
90s. The group 
Cherryland Youth 
raised money to redo 
the soccer field and 
add bleachers around 
it. The school district 
picked up the effort 
from there, hoping to 
make improvements in 
other areas. 

“Our goal is to offer 


the other athletic 


teams the same qual- 


ity,” Elk Rapids 
Alumni and Marketing 
Director Amy 


Schindler said. 
The new portion of 


the project got off the 
ground in the spring of 
2003 with a bond for 
the new football field 
and track. The school 
uses various fund-rais- 
ers to make the pay- 
ments on that bond, in- 
cluding selling person- 
alized bricks in the 
alumni plaza, the up- 
coming We Are E.R.

ELK RAPIDS — 
Jami Gray, Health In- 
structor at Cherryland 
Middle School in Elk 
Rapids, wants other 
districts to know how 
easy it is to instil] an 
effective wellness pro- 
gram for girls in their 
schools. 

Gray serves as the 
faculty advisor to a 
group of sixth grade 
girls participating in 
The Elk Rapids Full of 
Ourselves Girls Club, 
which meets for eight 


after-school sessions a. 


year, The middle 
school adopted the 
program in the winter 
of 2007. 

Girls who partici- 
pated last year act as 
peer leaders to the new 
group, and also occa- 
sionally lead sessions 
with elementary 
school girls. Gray uti- 
lizes the program 
guide “Full of Our- 
selves: A Wellness 
Program to Advance 
Girl Power, Health and 
Leadership,” by 
Catherine Steiner- 
Adair and Lisa 
Sjostrom. 

The initiative began 
‘at the Harvard Eating 
Disorders Center in 
1997 and was origi- 
nally intended to ad- 
dress the epidemic of 
adolescent eating dis- 


orders and what the: 


authors identify as 
“disordered eating.” 
Disordered eating is 
said to contribute to 
obesity among adoles- 
cent girls. 


. Gray said the pro- ¥s 
gram does so much 


“more. 

“It’s about raising 
self esteem for girls 
and teaching them to 
be better socially,” 
Gray said. “It helps 
them deal with peer 
pressure in a positive 
way.” 

The program targets 
pre-teen girls at a dif- 
ficult time in their de- 
velopment and, 
through activities, 
helps them tackle top- 
ics like friends, boys 
and popularity. 

Program participant 
Jordan Bargy ac- 
knowledged that girls 
change in many ways 
when they transition 
into middle school, 


and that not all of 
those changes are nec- 
essarily good. 

“One year girls will 
be wearing shirts up to 
here,” Bargy said, ges- 
turing to her collar 
bone, “then the next 
year at school they’re 
wearing really low cut 
shirts. They change.” 

The girls expressed 
how the program had 
helped them deal with 
girls who are full of 
themselves in a nega- 
tive way. One girl said 
she now found herself 
sticking up for other 
girls getting picked on 
by classmates, when 
she might have not be- 
friended them before. 

“When I’m around 
the girls that think 
they’re all that in a bad 


way, I’m more aware,” 


participant Rachel 
Hintz agreed. 
The program has al- 


lowed the nine girls to © 


form a tight bond, par- 
ticipant Elena Hubbell 
said. Hubbell ex- 
plained how she ini- 
tially had concerns 
about joining the club 
because she was the 
only student in the 
group who had previ- 
ously attended Mill 
Creek Elementary 
School. In the end, it 
hadn’t mattered be- 
cause of the bond, she 
said. 

“Tt taught us all how 
to be friends with 
people we were never 
friends with before,” 
participant Kayla 
Kassel added. 

Gray said she was 
glad‘to hear the girls 
reflecting on the pro- 
gram in sucha positive 
ay. sa degedede 
“Tes s Aeoed for the 
girls,” Gray said. “It 
empowers them and 
has them look beyond 
all of the middle 
school drama.” 

The club name Full 
of Ourselves has po- 
tential to raise some 
eyebrows, but the au- 
thors explain how the 
name — often having 
a negative connotation 
— can communicate a 
positive message. 

It means living pow- 
erfully, healthfully and 
as a girl leader, the au- 
thors write. It means 
making a positive dif- 
ference in the world in 
a personal unique way 
— without stepping on 
others. Full of yourself, 


it continues, means 
having a “strong sense 
of who you are” in or- 
der to be a genuine 
friend, girlfriend, fam- 
ily member and citizen. 

Participant Rachel 
Hintz explained what 


happens at group 
meetings. 
“We talk about stuff 


we don’t want to (get 
involved with) as teen- 
age girls,” Hintz said. 
Prevention is a ma- 
jor component to the 
program, as well as 
emphasis on making 
smart choices for body 
and mind Gray said. 


“Tt helps you get to 
know yourself better,” 
participant Holly 
Koenig said. “We talk 
about feelings. I know 
that might sound 
cheesy, but it helps.” 

One assignment re- 
quired the girls to free 
write, defining who 
they are and who they 
want to become. 
Journaling, interviews 
with other females and 
group work helped to 
build self-confidence, 
Gray said. The girls 
even had a visit from 
a Mary Kay represen- 


‘tative who volunteered

to do demonstrations 
about proper skin care, 
she added. Girls also 
visited the Dove soap- 
sponsored Web site 
www.campaign 
forrealbeauty.com and 
got helpful informa- 
tion. 

Participant Brittany 
Schaub said she liked 
a unit called “Fat 
Myths,” which dis- 
cussed the negative 
stigma attached to 
obese people by soci- 
ety.

BOYNE FALLS —~ 
The Boyne City Alter- 
native Education pro- 


gram takes an indi-- 


vidualized approach to 
teaching that gives stu- 
dents a chance to work 
at their own pace. 
Although the proto- 
col for a traditional 
high school utilizes a 
much different system, 


Boyne City’s program. 


allows kids to accom- 
plish-as much as they 
can over an extended 
period of time. 

Second year Princi- 
pal Mike Wilson runs 
the facility in Boyne 
Falis and said the 
school is very unique 
with the programs they 
run. 

“As a whole we are 
considered Boyne City 
Alternative Programs 
but that encompasses a 
few different things. 
First of all we have the 
Boyne City Alterna- 
tive Education pro- 
gram and that is in es- 
sence what you would 
consider an alternative 
high school,” Wilson 
explained. “It services 
grades nine through 
12, it is for kids who 
are either behind on 
credits or suspended 
from a_ different 
school, locally or else- 
where.” 

Wilson also said 
there are kids who sim- 
ply want more indi- 
vidual time with a 
teacher and because 
the facility is smaller 
they can provide that. 

The other programs 


at Boyne Valley in- 


clude Great Lakes Aca- 


demic Center and the 
Suspension/Detention 
Room. There is also a 
New Horizons pro- 
gram for pregnant 
teens that Boyne pro- 
vides the educational 
components for along 
with Charm Em, who 
owns the building. 
They supply core aca- 
demic subjects for the 
girls with classes Mon- 
day through Thursday. 
“Our second pro- 
gram is Great Lakes 
Academic Center, 
Charm Em owns our 
building and that side 
is a self-contained 
emotionally impaired 
school. It is a program 
that every kid that’s in 
the classroom is on 
probation,” Wilson 
said. “Out of the 30 
kids out there now, 20 
are in the Recovery 
High Program. It is a 
local program out of 
Charlevoix run by the 
Charlevoix court. The 
kids are involved in 
substance abuse prob- 
lems and it is open to 
all counties from the 
state of Michigan.” 
Great Lakes takes on 
kids that the court feels 
would benefit from the 
treatment program and 
they refer the students 
who stay with a foster 


care family during 


their time. Wilson 
works with several fos- 
ter homes in the area 
and when the program 
ends during the day, 
the kids are then sent to 
Basis Teen Center for 
additional substance 
abuse treatment. 
Wilson said the envi- 
ronment is very struc- 
tured to the point 
where all the kids take 


bathroom breaks to- 
gether as a group. Ac- 
cording to Wilson the 
students prefer not to 
go home because they 
have a sense of worth 
at the facility whereas 
their home life doesn’t 
provide the same sta- 
bility. 

“They stay in the 
foster homes even af- 
ter being discharged 
from the Recovery 
High Program because 
they don’t want to go 
home. They know if 
they do go back to that 
environment the par- 
ents might not care 
about them, or might 
use drugs them- 
selves,” Wilson added. 
“It’s good that we are 
helping these kids 
with the school and 
foster home but it’s 
sad that their families 
can’t get it together 
enough to take care of 
them.” 

Wilson also said the 
Great Lakes program 
is very unique and he 
is only aware of one 
other facility in the 
state that is like his. 
After the 90-day pro- 
gram is complete, the 
kids are either sent 
back home or if they 
didn’t complete the re- 
quirements they are 
sent somewhere else 
and then a whole new 
group of kids come in. 

The youth are under 
the jurisdictions of 
different juvenile 
courts throughout 
Michigan. The same 
work at your own pace 
rules apply at Great 


Lakes and provide. 


credit recovery to help 


them get back on track . 


for graduation in their 


homie district. The stu- 
dents not only receive 
the educational ben- 
efits but are also aided 
in other areas of their 
lives. 

The Suspension/De- 
tention Room is an- 
other unique concept 
in the state and all the 
schools within Char- 
levoix County utilize 
it. If a student is sus- 
pended for fighting at 
school, they will be 
sent here rather than 
going home for five 
days. There is a room 
with a supervisor that 
oversees the kids and 
it’s a quiet atmosphere 
where only work is al- 
lowed..

“J always tell the 
kids I’m here for them 
and don’t be afraid to 
ask questions. The 
kids find out here that 
they are not alone, 
there are other people 


‘that were abused or 


have parents that don’t 
care about them,” Wil- 
son said. “When you 
are thrown into an at- 
mosphere with people 
-with similar problems 
you feel more at ease 
and more comfort- 
able.” :

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Kindergarten teachers form educational base

ANTRIM COUNTY — 
Eyes shining with the light 
of hope, unbiased, pure and 
clear. Eyes that can relay 
confusion, worry and sad- 
ness. Curious eyes that are 
like little doors ready to 
open and take in all that is 
new. These eyes look back 
at every kindergarten 
teacher from their students 
every day. 

So it has been for de- 
cades, that a select group of 
teaching professionals has 
taken it upon themselves to 
assume the responsibility of 
initiating the formal educa- 
tion process for these most 
fragile and vulnerable hu- 
man beings. Kindergarten 
teachers are in charge of the 
launch, and in a span of nine 
months inspire a hunger for 
learning that every other 
teacher in a child’s life will 
build upon. 

To stand a modern day 
kindergartner next to a kin- 
dergartner from forty or 
fifty years ago, most would 
not detect much difference. 
There may be buttons on 
shoes versus Velcro, wool 
or cotton clothing versus 
synthetics and maybe some 
style differences in haircuts. 

The exteriors of these 
prized packages however 
do not relay the vast differ- 
ences nor indicate the dra- 
matic changes that have oc- 
curred for kindergartners 
over the last 50 years. 

To begin with, most of 
these students go to school 
all day. Curriculum de- 
mands have undergone vast 
changes and the bar of ex- 
pectations has been raised 
time after time. 

Mancelona educator 
Daryl Allison-Busch began 
teaching kindergarten in the 
60s and can testify to the 
- evolution of kindergarten 
schooling. 

“It is a whole lot differ- 
ent now,” she said. “In the 
60s, there was not a read- 
ing requirement. Socializa- 
tion and listening skills 
were high priorities. Today, 
reading in kindergarten is a 
standard 
People might be surprised 
to know that they are also 
required to write complete 
sentences, add and subtract 
in mathematics along with 
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knowing number patterns.” 


These new requirements 
are not replacements for the 
early kindergarten curricu- 
lums, they are in addition 
to, but there is no complaint 
in Allison-Busch’s voice. 

“I’m having so much fun 
with all the new programs,” 
she said. “Sometimes I 
wonder about the new pres- 
sure and levels, but as long 
as the new programs are 
developmentally appropri- 
ate, are hands on, concrete 


‘and relevant, we can make 


amazing progress.” 
Veteran teacher Kari 
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Groll teaches kindergarten 
at Central Lake, and has 30 
years of experience. She 
compared requirements 
then and now. 

“If parents think back to 


when they were in first 


grade or had first graders, 
those requirements are now 
at the kindergarten level. 
There has been a huge 
change,” Groll said. “Many 
might say, ‘Oh that’s too 
much,’ but they would be 
surprised at what kinder- 
gartners can do.” 

Groll cites the impor- 


tance of all-day kindergar- 


ten and preschool. 

“We could never cover all 
that is required in a half day, 
and much depends on what 
the kids come in with. They 
are all different. The only 
trouble with the new stan- 
dards is that they assume 
that the curriculum walks 
through the door with each 
child,” Groll said. “With 
very intentional teaching 
and evaluating, we have to 
learn where they are and 
take them from there. 
These little people didn’t 


Jearn to walk or talk the 


same day, so they certainly 


aren’t going to learn to read 
at the same time.” 
Like Allison-Busch, 
Groll believes that full-day 
kindergarten allows for 


those socialization skills to : 


develop. “Play should not 


- be construed as doing noth- 


ing,” she added. 

There are still many parts 
of kindergarten that people 
would recognize but they 
would: notice a difference. 
Remember rest time? Now, 
there is rest time, but kin- 
dergartners are reading. 

“That is exciting to see 
when those kids who are 
now reading were just look- 
ing at pictures at the start of 
the year. This sets them up 
very nicely for first grade,” 
Groll said. 

That kind of excitement 
is not lost gn new kinder- 
garten teachers as exempli- 
fied by Meagan Brancheau, 
a second-year teacher at the 
Concord Academy. She 
may not have experienced. 
the changes in require- 
ments, but still enjoys the 
students’ enthusiasm. 

“At this age level, de- 
mands are high, but the kids 
are all so excited and enjoy 
learning,” Brancheau ex- 
plained. “With all-day, I 
have the time to work with 


them. and see huge 
progress.” 
She listed some ex- 


amples. They are beginning 
to write. I actually have a 
student who has written a 
three-page story about a 
bird. Their reading skills 
have improved, and in math 
they are learning to tell 
time, count by twos, fives 
and tens,” Brancheau said. 

Cradled in the hands of 
these kindergarten teachers 
are the eager minds that 
come to them like thirsty 
sponges waiting to be satu- 
rated with stimuli and input. 
They are professionals 
forming the very corner- 
stones of the education jour- 
ney in which the students 
have embarked. They hug 
and encourage, comfort and 
cajole. Parents and other 
educators are all counting 
on them heavily for their 
judgment and creativity. 
They cradle, with confi- 
dence and strength, the fu- 
ture.

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Graduation — 
requirements prompt 
switch to trimesters

ELK RAPIDS — New high school graduation requirements 
have prompted a new scheduling system at many local school 
districts. 

The new requirements, which increase the number of credits 
required to graduate to 19, were signed by Governor Jennifer 
Granholm on April 20, 2006. They begin with students entering 
the eighth grade in 2006, meaning this year’s high school fresh- 
men are the first class that must meet them. 

Before the change, many. schools used a semester schedule. 
that employed six classes a day over two periods. During a 
student’s high school career, they would earn a total of 24 cred- 
its by taking 12 classes a year for four years. But now, with 19 of 
those 24 credits required by the state, some educators worry that 
students won’t have enough electives with semesters, 

“It’s not in the best educational interest of the kids,” Elk Rap- 
ids High School Principal Steve Gallagher said in November 
2007. 

Room for only five electives over a student’s career was one 
of the reason’s Elk Rapids opted to switch to a trimester system 
for the 2007-08 school year. The new system takes one class off 
the day — for a total of five — and increases the length of the 
remaining classes from 55 minutes to 71 minutes over three 
periods instead of two. This allows students to take 15 classes in 
a regular school year instead of 12, giving them more room for 
electives. 

It is especially beneficial to students. who participate is activi- 


ties such as band, Gallagher said. As a full-year course, band 
‘would have taken up four of five elective credits in the school’s. 


old system, limiting those students to just one elective credit. 


Boyne City High School Principal Karen Jarena echoed 


Gallagher’s concerns over electives. 

“We were very happy with our schedule except for that rea- 
son,” she said. 

Jarema also said the school would have a harder time with 
students who fail a class under the old system. , 

“We can remediate in a manner that we couldn’t in other sched- 
uling,” Jarema said. 

With semesters, a failed class could not be retaken until the 
following year, but with trimesters it can be picked up again in 
the same school year. | 

So far, both principals say the transition has gone relatively 
smooth. Both schools have been transitioning from the second 
to third trimesters recently and Jarema believes this transition 
has gone better than the first. 

“This transition does not seem to be as difficult,” she said. 

One of the biggest challenges has been adjusting to the longer 
class periods. With more time in a class, teachers need to transi- 
tion more, Jarema said. During Boyne City’s 73 minute classes, 
it is not.uncommon for a teacher to transition as many as five 
times in one class. 

But while the length of each individual class has gone up, itis 


a disadvantage in terms of total class time, Gallagher told The 


Town Meeting in November. 


“With the six period day you had an average of 9,900 mitiutes 


of teaching time per class,” he said. “‘Trimesters drop that aver- 
age to around 8,500 minutes per class.” 

And Elk Rapids and Boyne City aren’t the only schools to 
make the transition to trimesters. Fellow Lake Michigan Con- 
ference Schools Grayling and Harbor Springs have also switched 
and others across the state are following. Jarema estimated that 
as many as 30 to 40 percent of schools in Michigan have moved 
or will be moving to the trimester format. 

“We were able to do what we set out to do,” she said.
